IN  presenting  the  141st  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts,  the  Committee  of  the  Royal  Institution  for  the 
Blind,  Bristol,  thank  all  who  have  interested  themselves 
and  helped  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  Blind  in  Bristol  and 
the  neighbouring  counties. 

The  Subscribers  and  Donors  will  learn  with  appreciation  of 
the  various  and  manifold  activities  mentioned  in  the  following 
reports  of  departments  and  sub-committees. 

As  agents  for  and  with  the  financial  help  of  the  Bristol  City 
Council,  the  Committee  are  entrusted  with  the  care  of  over  600 
blind  and  partially  blind  persons  in  Bristol,  and  for  the  County 
Councils  of  adjacent  Counties  for  the  education,  training  and 
employment  of  many  of  their  blind. 

COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Dowding  has  joined  the  Committee  as  one  of 
the  representatives  of  the  City  Council,  but  no  other  changes  have 
taken  place  in  the  past  year. 

FINANCE. 

In  common  with  other  charitable  institutions  and  especially 
those  with  a mixture  of  educational  trading  and  general  ehaiit- 
able  work  the  past  year  has  been  a difficult  one.  It  will  be  seen, 
however  from  the  accounts  printed  with  this  report  that  the 
financial’  result  has  been  fairlv  satisfactory.  Whilst  subscriptions 
and  donations  have  diminished  in  amount  they  are  large  m 
numbers  and  often  from  fellow  citizens  in  humble  circumstances. 
The  Blind  Workers'  Help  Fund,  the  Outing  and  Trents  appeals 
entirely  devoted  to  the  special  needs  of  the  most  needy  are  of 
treat  assistance  and  usually  bring  in  a good  response. 
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Legacies  fluctuate  year  by  year  and  this  year  are  nearly  up 
to  our  average.  They  are  us'ually  devoted  to  expenditure  of  a 
capital  nature. 

For  the  maintenance  and  development  of  the  work  on  an 
efficient  basis  the  Committee  need  a steady  flow  of  subscriptions, 
donations  and  purchases  of  articles  made  by  workshop  employees 
and  home  workers. 


THE  SCHOOL. 

Number  of  Pupils. — During  the  year  the  number  has 
decreased.  There  are  now  118  pupils  on  the  register.  Eleven 
of  these  are  leaving  in  July. 

The  year  has  been  very  successful  in  the  work  of  the  Classes. 
The  various  Organisations  are  receiving  enthusiastic  support  from 
iStaff  and  Pupils. 

/ 1 Particular  congratulations  are  to  be  offered  to  the  School 
/ (Company  of  Girl  Guides,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Wethered 
j land  the  Assistant  Matron,  Miss  G.  Thomas. 

Religious  Instruction. — A full  syllabus  of  Religious  Instruc- 
tion has  been  given  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  K.  Pagett  and 
Rev.  H.  Knapman.  Six  boys  and  three  girls  were  confirmed  at 
St.  Peter’s,  Henleaze,  on  4th  December,  1933. 

Music  and  Singing. — Good  work  has  been  done  during  the 
year.  Numerous  certificates  including  one  for  the  A.T.C.L. 
(Organ)  have  been  gained.  Several  concerts  have  been  given 
by  groups  of  pupils  to  outside  Societies  and  City  Organisations. 

Piano  Tuning A high  standard  of  work  has  been  continued 

in  this  department.  One  pupil  obtained  the  Honours  Diploma 
and  two  obtained  the  Pass  Diploma  for  Blind  Tuners,  from  the 
College  of  Teachers  of  the  Blind. 

Technical  Training. — Continued  progress  is  to  be  reported 
from  the  Basket,  Mat  Making  and  Knitting  Departments.  Addi- 
tional occupations  in  the  training  of  Senior  Girls  have  been  intro- 
duced. The  number  of  Technical  Trainees  is  33. 

The  Committee  report  with  regret  that  Mr.  J.  Smith  had  to 
resign  his  position  as  Basket  Instructor,  owing  to  ill-health.  As 
pupil  and  instructor,  Mr.  Smith  has  had  a long  connection  with 
the  School.  Mr.  Jelfs  has  been  appointed  as  Mr.  Smith’s  suc- 
cessor. 

i Physical  Training. — During  the  year,  Miss  J.  Meadows  was 

1 appointed  as  full-time  Instructress  in  Physical  Training  and 
1 Remedial  Work.  Very  marked  improvement  in  physique,  acti- 
1 vity  and  carriage  is  to  be  noticed.  Several  pupils  were  taught  to 
| swim  during  the  season,  six  obtaining  Proficiency  Certificates. 

General  Health. — The  general  health  of  the  pupils  has  been 
excellent,  there  being  only  three  cases  of  chicken  pox  to  report. 
These  were  in  the  Kindergarten  Department.  Special  thanks  are 
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due  to  Dr.  A.  L.  Flemming,  Medical  Officer,  and  Dr.  B B.  Garden 
Opthalmic  Surgeon,  for  their  most  valuable  help

WORKSHOPS. 

At  Museum  Avenue,  Park  Street,  the  numbers  of  adult  blind 
men  and  women  employed  and  in  training  have  been  maintained 
and  full  time  employment  given.  The  useful  and  varied  range 
of  personal  and  household  requisites  made  by  blind  handicraft 
workers  are  displayed  in  the  shop  windows  at  the  bottom  of  Park 
Street.  The  examination  and  study  of  this  variety  and  its  excel- 
lent workmanship  will  repay  a visit  to  the  shop  and  the  work- 
shops. Visitors  either  singly  at  any  time  or  parties  by  arrange- 
ment are  welcomed  to  see  the  work  in  progress.  Prices  are 
similar  to  those  in  other  shops  for  good  serviceable  articles. 

Since  October,  1933,  the  working  day  has  been  shortened  for 
all  our  blind  workers  by  half-an-hour.  They  now  leave  work  at 
5 o clock  instead  of  5.30.  This  gives  them  a better  chance  of 
obtaining  seats  in  tram  or  ’bus  and  has  proved  a great  boon.  In 
our  view,  blind  workers  may  reasonably  expect  somewhat  shorter 
working  hours  than  their  seeing  brethren.  We  are  glad  to  report 
that  since  this  shorter  day  was  instituted,  there  has  been  no 
diminution  of  output.  A case  of  more  concentrated  energy. 

The  workshops  are  more  than  a factory.  It  is  the  general 
rendezvous  of  blind  persons  in  Bristol  needing  training  and  em- 
ployment under  ideal  conditions,  with  sympathetic  help  in  many 
personal  and  family  difficulties  that  often  beset  blind  folk.  It  is 
the  centre  for  general  welfare  of  unemployed  blind  persons  irres- 
pective of  age  and  abilities.  The  Canteen  is  increasing  in  useful- 
ness and  popularity.  Becently  a school  pupil  wrote  to  her  mother 
after  having  lunch  there: — “ I had  a lovely  dinner  of  fried  onions, 
and  liver  and  bacon  and  baked  potatoes  and  peas,  and  pineapple 
chunks  afterwards.  It  was  very  homely.”  That  is  real 
appreciation  from  a school  girl. 

Workshops  Future. — The  proposals  for  the  erection  of  new 
municipal  buildings  and  the  arrangement  of  new  roads  will,  if 
carried  out,  mean  substantial  interference  with  our  workshops 
buildings,  Committee  room  and  offices,  and  the  demolition  of  the 
sales  shop  and  other  adjacent  properties  belonging  to  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Committee  have  offered  no  objection  to  these  proposals 
on  the  understanding  that  adequate  reinstatement  and  compensa- 
tion will  be  available.  Further  developments  will  receive  the 
careful  attention  of  the  Committee. 
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HOSTEL  FOR  BLIND  WOMEN. 

The  Hostel  at  15,  Woodland  Road  continues  to  supply 
suitable  accommodation  at  a reasonable  charge  for  the  women 
employed  at  the  Workshops;  also  for  other  adult  blind  women 
who  need  a borne,  and  for  pupils  from  the  Blind  School  who 
require  accommodation  for  the  holidays. 

The  Hostel  Committee  begs  to  thank  Canon  Yates  and  Mr. 
Read  for  talks  on  travel,  also  members  of  Toe  H.  for  evening 
entertainment's  during  the  winter. 

The  Annual  Concert  by  the  Inmates  in  February  is  much 
appreciated  by  visitors,  and  the  collection  is  used  for  Outings  and 
other  treats. 

Mrs.  Adams  again  kindly  gave  us  £5  for  treats  to  the  Hostel 
inmates. 

Gifts  of  poultry  and  garden  produce  from  Miss  Vera  Wills 
are  very  much  appreciated. 

The  Annual  Garden  Sale  helps  substantially  to  reduce  the 
cost  of  redecoration  and  repairs,  and  to  many  friends  who  have 
assisted  in  making  it  a success  our  best  thanks  are  tendered. 

Members  of  the  V.U.A.  give  much  time  and  interest  to  the 
elderly  inmates. 

The  Committee  much  regrets  to  report  that  the  Matron,  Miss 
Buckworth,  feels  the  time  has  come  for  her  to  retire. 

She  has  worked  for  the  blind  for  nearly  forty  years,  and  has 
been  Matron  of  the  Hostel  since  its  inception  in  1916.  It  is 
largely  owing  to  her  devotion  and  unceasing  work  on  its  behalf 
that  it  has  proved  such  a valuable  part  of  the  work  for  the  blind, 
and  her  retirement  is  accepted  with  great  reluctance. 

Miss  Buckworth  has  laboured  heart  and  soul  for  the  good 
of  the  Hostel  and  has  managed  to  combine  a devotion  to  the 
inmates  with  a conscientiousness  to  duty  beyond  all  praise. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  also  due  to  her  valued 
assistant,  Miss  Willway,  and  it  is  much  regretted  that  her  health 
does  not  allow  her  to  take  over  the  full  responsibility  on  Miss 
Buckworth’s  retirement. 


BLIND  HOME  WORKERS. 

The  Workshops  in  Park  Street  are  also  the  convenient  centre 
for  the  organisation  of  employment  and  assistance  to  blind 
persons  employed  in  their  homes  in  the  adjacent  counties.  The 
Committee  act  as  agents  for  this  purpose  to  six  County  and 
County  Borough  Committees.  Nearly  sixty  are  regularly  visited 
and  helped.  A list  of  these  workers  with  their  addresses  and 
occupations  is  printed  in  another  part  of  this  report.  Their 
success  is  varied  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  an  increased 
measure  of  patronage  will  be  afforded  in  their  own  districts  to 
these  piano  tuners,  basket  makers,  hosiery  makers,  etc. 
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Refresher  courses  are  arranged  and  everything  possible  done 
to  mitigate  the  obvious  difficulty  of  a blind  person  working  alone 
as  compared  to  the  employment  with  assistance  in  a workshop. 

Such  schemes  are  necessary  to  prevent  migration  to  large 
towns  for  employment  and  often  the  workers  have  a good  home 
and  congenial  surroundings  in  the  country  or  smaller  towns. 

The  supply  to  each  worker  of  suitable  tools  and  equipment 
has  been  maintained. 

The  help  of  local  Committees  and  friends  in  disposing  of 
work  and  obtaining  orders  is  invaluable  and  is  hereby  thankfully 
acknowledged . 

The  additional  grants  from  Local  Authorities  obtained  last 
year  were  entirely  spent  on  added  weekly  grants  to  Home  Workers 
and  were  welcome  and  useful  improvements.  The  grants  to 
Home  Workers  amounted  to  £‘1,406  as  compared  to  £1,098  in  the 
previous  year. 


HOME  TEACHING. 

Our  four  blind  home  visitors  and  teachers  have  made  over 
6,000  visits  during  the  year,  mainly  to  unemployable  and  often 
isolated  persons  most  in  need.  Many  are  elderly  or  sick.  Those 
who  can  learn  are  taught  to  read  Moon  or  Braille  raised  types, 
simple  handicrafts,  how  to  successfully  manipulate  the  wireless, 
and  other  home  occupations.  They  lend  and  change  books  and 
magazines  of  which  a good  variety  is  available.  The  teachers 
and  some  voluntary  helpers  organise  the  weekly  club  at  Redcross 
Street  at  -which  from  80  to  90  regularly  attend,  mainly  elderly  or 
infirm  blind  persons.  The  rooms  are  kindly  lent  by  the  Central 
Hall  Mission  authorities.  Visitors  provide  an  entertainment; 
and  on  at  least  one  afternoon  each  week  there  is  a definite  induce- 
ment to  enjoy  congenial  surroundings,  brightness  and  a real 
welcome.  This  is  well  worth  doing  and  the  best  thanks  to  all 
who  help  and  contribute  (often  blind  persons  themselves)  is 
sincerely  offered. 

From  July  1st  the  City  Council  will  increase  their  grant,  by 
which  it  will  be  possible  to  add  to  the  weekly  amounts  paid  to 
unemployable  blind  persons  as  far  as  is  necessary  to  bring  the 
total  income  of  a single  person  up  to  18/-  per  week,  and  married 
persons,  both  of  whom  are  blind,  up  to  27/6  per  week.  The 
numbers  thus  assisted  have  been  about  150,  and  will  be  somewhat 
increased  by  the  new  scale. 

In  co-operation  with  the  City  Council  Committee  the 
examination  of  sight  at  the  City  Clinic  proceeds  smoothly.  Treat- 
ment is  often  found  necessary  and  recommended,  and  in  some 
cases  improved  sight  is  obtained.  It  is  necessary  that  such 
Clinic  examinations  and  reports  are  made  before  a person  can  be 
"registered  ” as  blind.  Border  line  cases  are  difficult  but  are 
treated  with  the  greatest  consideration  possible. 
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HOLIDAY  AND  SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES. 

Our  holiday  and  outing  and  social  activities  are  varied  and 
carried  on  in  various  forms  throughout  the  year. 

Workshop  employees  are  allowed  nearly  four  weeks’  holiday 
each  year  with  pay  at  the  usual  holiday  periods.  This  includes 
a day's  outing  to  the  seaside  Our  home  workers  from  country 
districts  come  to  Bristol  for  a long  (sometimes  very  long)  day’s 
outing.  It  is  surprising  how  much  activity  and  enjoyment  our 
country  friends  can  get  in  a day’s  visit  to  Bristol. 

The  women  at  the  Hostel  have  their  outings  and  a monthly 
social  during  the  winter  months. 

Mrs.  Sewell  invites  blind  women  to  her  holiday  home  at 
Clevedon  for  nearly  a fortnight  during  the  summer  months.  This 
is  a real  help  to  many  who  have  no  other  holiday  oppoitunities. 

Teas  for  the  blind  come  thick  and  fast  around  Christmas  and 
we  are  much  indebted  to  the  Rev.  S.  Southall  at  the  Central 
Hall  Mission  for  the  facilities  so  readily  given  us.  With  our 
re-arranged  Workshops  foreshadowed  by  alternations  necessary 
for  Municipal  buildings,  we  hope  to  realise  our  great  ambition  to 
have  our  own  Social  Centre  and  Hall. 

Our  Wednesday  afternoon  Club  was  honoured  last  year  bv  a 
visit  from  our  President  (the  Duchess  of  Beaufort),  the  Lord 
Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress  (Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  W.  Wise) , the 
Sheriff  and  Mrs.  Kenneth  Wills.  They  were  given  a rousing  and 
cordial  welcome.
